U. S. Sreamer VANDALIA,

I saw in Egypt a wooden man six 
thousand years old; also the famous 
rosetta stone, which is a key to all the 
hieroglyphics. Doc, I have got so 
now that I won't look at anytling that 
is not more than three thousand years 
old.

It was about five 
miles, up hill and down, over ‘the 
mountains.

The Jews come to this place every 
Friday and wail. It is called the 
Jews’ wailing place. The via Dolorosa, 
or the ruad that Christ carried the 
cross, I don’t think much of, as itis 
seventy feet above Ancient Jerusalem. 
They p»inted out the house of the 
rich man and the house of the poor 
man, the house of the Magdalen, the 
place where Christ fell when he was 
carrying the cross. A+ he fell his el 
bow struck a stone and made an in- 
den tation. 

i IN THE MOSQUE OF OMAR 

is the stone which is supposed by the 
Mohammedans to be suspended be- 
tween heaven and earth. The stone 
undertook to fall on Mohamed from 


heaven, but after it had gone some 
distance the angel Gabriel put his foot

BETHLEHEM, 


seen the place where Christ was born 
and the place where the manger was. 
It is surrounded with gold and silver 
and precious stones. The town is dirty 


and the houses are nothing but hovels. 
We were in Jerusalem ſour days; went 
to the Mount of Ohves and the Gar- 
den of Gethesemanal, and had a good 
time in general. I was sorry to re- 
join the ship. From Joppa we went to 
© N3TANTINOPLE, 

but as it was about the windup of the 
Turks by the Russians; the city was 
crowded with Turkish refugees and 
they filled the mosques, and the amall- 
pox and typhoid fever had broken’ 
out among them, eo we had orders not 
to visit Stamboul, the section of the 
city where all the sights are. I be- 
lieve the Sultan gave the Generel a 
very handsome horse, of the sacred 
herd called the Yemen. The horse is 
worth twenty-five thousand dollaas, 
and is a tull-blooded Arab stallion. 
He intended to give me a conple of 
them, but you know I don't like 
horses. From Constantinople we went 
to Athens, or rather to Pirseus, the 
seaport of Athens. This was rather a 
dull place, no excitement at all, but 
we were there only two or three days, 
and then came to Naples, There the 
General left us and started for Rome. 
We are in hopes of picking him up 
aguin and taking him to Spain.
